(1) When the same vehicle has to cross the bridge more than once in a day, the users 
have the option to pay one and a half times the above rates while crossing the bridge in the 
first trip itself, and if the vehicle has to use the bridge continuously and quite frequently for 
the entire month or even beyond that, for much long period, the vehicle owner can have a 
monthly pass on the payment of charges equal to 30 single rates applicable to it as specified 
in the above schedule.
